KE6TOT, Liz Styles, KG6HLV, Dave Gordon, 
N6SWE, Bob Beard, KG6FPZ, Tim Barrett, K6BIV, 
and Dick Brown, KT6X. 


Following a brief introduction by each 
attendee, Terry Matzkin gave a pep talk on his 
leadership style, his focus on bringing closure to 
issues and desire to get more done for the Club 
during this coming year. 


Net-control for the weekly 7:30 PM Club 
net will now rotate with John Schulze (3 times/ 
month) and Jay (once/month). Jay Caldis has 
been the net-control for over 15 years. 


Bob Beard, Pam Styron and John Roland 
will take over editing The Carrier newsletter from 
Greg Estep, who is stepping down. The team is 
to determine who is Editor. There was a good 
discussion of ideas to reduce the expenses of 
producing and distributing The Carrier (currently 
running at $15 of the $20 Club membership fee): 
use email more, sell ad space, increase 
sponsorship, evaluate print & folding costs. The 
editorial team will work on this task and report back 
at the next meeting. 


There was a discussion on the current club 
dues structure. A Dues committee consisting of 
Howard Burk, Eoin O’Donoghue, Dave Mcintyre 
and John Pascale was formed to take the ideas 
discussed at the meeting and make preliminary 
recommendations for the next meeting. 


Mike Burge resigned as VP and Dave 
McIntyre was appointed the new VP with full 
concurrence of the Board. Terry Matzkin 
recognized the great work Mike has done for the 
club. 


A team of Dave Mcintyre, Bob Beard, Jay 
Caldis, and Terry Matzkin was formed to determine 
ways to attract new members and increase 
participation of existing members. Eoin 
O’Donoghue will take over as Membership Chair 
from Sam Lipson. Eoin will take over maintenance 
of the Membership Database and provide 
information updates needed by Jay Caldis, Harry 
Styron and Trevor Hall. 


The board decided that Field-day this year 
would be at Bethel Island. Lauren Styles, Field- 
day Chairman, was instructed to start the 
processing to obtain that site, to release our Mt 
Diablo reservation and also to inform Ed Richie in 
case Ed wants to reserve that time. Dave McIntyre 
and John Pacsale are also on the Field-day 
committee. 


Club Meeting notices for publication: The 
board decided that the June club meeting will held 
at the Field-day site on June 21st, and the 
December club meeting will be held on December 
13th. 


The clubs digital answering machine is in 
place and the Pacbell answering service has been 
turned off. 


The Technical committee advised that they 
had 3 projects in hand: Voters, the ATV, and 2 
Meter Repeaters. The board authorized the 
committee’s request to renegotiate the contact 
with ATS (tower owners) and to assess any other 
options as a prudent contingency. 


Harry Stryon is to lead the purchase of an 
additional 50 pairs of magnetic signs. 


Terry reminded the board that the 2002 
budget had some very conservative assumptions 
and will be leveraged to mitigate the need to tap 
reserves, e.g. no membership growth assumed, 
no cost reductions assumed; spending all the 


projected money assumed. 


Harry Styron will generate flyers for the 1st 
Technician class, set for early March. Harry will 
give flyers to Board members to put up in their 
areas. Placements of flyers to include: Radio 
Shack, HRO, libraries, Shops, REI, AMR, Fire 
Dept, and Scouts. Bob Beard to keep in touch 
with REI. 


Howard Burk/Eoin O’Donoghue to update 
the MDARC contact information on ARRL site. 


Due to lack of space the minutes of the 
last board meeting didn’t appear in the January 
edition of The Carrier. The minutes were approved 
subject to corrections given to Greg Estep. Terry 
adjourned the meeting at 10PM.

MDARC Board Meeting Minutes 
12/3/2001 


President Terry Matzkin, KE6WRE opened the 
meeting at 7:31 p.m. Present at the meeting were: 
Vice-President Michael Burge, KG6CSJ, 
Secretary Paul Dickey, N6JOX, Treasurer Trevor 
Hall, WA6JAU and Directors Howard Burk, 
KE6PTT, Tracey Schwartz, KE6TOT and Mike 
Patterson, KE6JGA. Also present: Pacificon 
Steering Committee members Jay Caldis, KT6Y, 
Greg Estep, KE6VTA, Harry Styron, K6HS, and 
RRRG Committee member Keith Lattin, N6PMF 
as well as Refreshments Chairman Dave McIntyre, 
KG6ACD, Social Chairman George Roush, 
WB6OFH, Reggie Driscoll, WA6ZAP. 

The previous month's minutes were approved 
as printed in the Carrier. 
Keith noted the present status of the repeaters. 
Trevor reported the treasury balances were: 
$4944.33 in checking and $17115.33 in reserves. 
Greg Estep announced that PACIFICON would 
forward about $8000 to the club treasury. Terry 
advised that award nominations for contributions 
to the club should be given to him. The Board 
discussed purchasing an telephone answering 
machine for the club phone line. The Board 
approved the purchase of a digital machine and 
the disconnecting of the PacBell answering 
service. Financial Committee Chairman Reggie 
Driscoll presented a report on the financial status 
and cash flow of the club, i.e. there have been 
more expenditures than revenue, including the 
payment from PACIFICON. The cash difference 
has been taken from the reserve. One noted 
example was the RRRG, where revenue from dues 
were about $4800 and expenditures were about 
$10000. There was general discussion of the dues 
structure, membership efforts, etc. Terry stated 
that he will appoint a committee to consider the 
dues, and a committee to oversee membership 
efforts. The Finance Committee will write a report 
of their findings to be published in the Carrier. 
There was further discussion on e-mailing of the 
Carrier. Trevor presented a revised tentative 
budget (draft revision 3). The Board approved it 
by a vote of 13-1, with Michael Burge dissenting. 
(The approved budget is attached.) Terry asked 
everyone to pay for the January club party, 
beginning now. Terry thankfully accepted Harry 


Styron's offer to become the instructor for radio 
classes, and gave him the ARRL class material 
purchased by the club. 

Dave McIntyre volunteered and was appointed 
as Property Manager for the club. 

There was further discussion of the rewards of 
club membership. Keith described the IRLP 
system on repeaters to enable nation-wide 
discussions on 2m through the internet. The 
Membership Committee will discuss that. 

The Board approved the purchase of $1400 for 
more magnetic signs, as needed to fill orders. 
Reggie will monitor this project. Terry adjourned 
the meeting at 9:21 p.m.
